She lies awake at night hour after hour agonized with anxiety, wonder-

Rut she wants Mary to be admired. She wants her to be popular with 
the boys.

Many women and many girls hold to the theory that men regard a girl's 
motiier who looks after her as a sort of bugaboo and that she frightens them 
away as a scarecrow does the crows in a garden 
those men who “bode a girl no good,” as they used to say in the melodramas 


But there is nothing that enhances a worth-while man's respect for a 
girl so much as for her to have a wide-awake, strong, vigorous mother who 
is keeping a firm hold on her. It gives a girl a background to come out 
of a home that ts dominated by a woman who hag ruled her household 
and brought up her daughters to fear God, obey their mother and respect 
Mrs. Grundy. 


No man who visits a girl in her own drawing room, whose mother has 
pleasant little talks with him, whose mother invites him to dinner, whose 
mother knows just where they are going when he takes her daughter out and 
who knows that he must bring her home at a proper hour, ever treats her as 
he does the girl he picks up on the street, whose mother he never meets, whose 
home he never enters and who has her own latch key and can come and go as 
she pleases 


For the mother writes the girl's price tag. She. knows that slie holds 
her daughter cheaply when she dors not try to protect her or guard her, 
and when she lets her run foose and men treat her as they have treated 

cheap women from the beginning of time, 

But if the mother shows that she regards her daughter as something 
infinitely precious that she must watch her with ceaseless vigilance, men 
tuitively recognize this and pay homage to the protected girl as being a littl 
finer, a little better, a little more desirable than the girl whose mother has 
thought her worth looking after 


Furthermore, mothers may be very sure of this, that they are not 
scaring off the marrying men when they keep a wary eye on their daugh 
ters and control them. A strict mother is a guarantee of character to her 
daughters, and when a man marries he wants a wife who has been brought 
up by a mother who had clean-cut ideals of conducts and held her 
daughters to them; who was particular about their associates and knew 
where they went and what they did and who guided them and who kept 
them sweet and pure and fit to be the wife of a fine man and the mothe: 
of fine children.
